WHEREAS, at the annual meeting of the members of 
the Mechanics’ Institute, of the City of San Francisco, 
held in the rooms of the Association, 27 Post street, on 
the fourth day of March, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-nine, a resolution was passed unanimously, 
instructing the Board of Directors of the Mechanics’ 
Institute to take the necessary steps to re-incorporate the 
Society, under and pursuant to an Act of the Legislature 
of the State of California, entitled, “An Act to provide 
for the formation of Chambers of Commerce, Boards of 
Trade, Mechanics’ Institutes and other kindred protec. 
tive associations,” approved March 31st, 1866; and in ac- 
cordance with that resolution of instruction and the said 
statute, the said Board of Directors, on the 27th day of 
July, 1869, passed a resolution directing the President to 
call a special meeting of the members of the Mechanics? 
Institute, for the purpose of authorizing the re-incorpora- 
tion of said Mechanics’ Institute, and a notice for the 
meeting of the members was published in the Daily 

Evening Bulletin, a newspaper of general circulation of

The corporate name and title of this Association shall 
be “MrcHanics’ Institute.” 
ARTICLE II.—Location.

ArticLe III.— Object. 


The designs and objects of this Association are to cul- 
tivate a social feeling of friendship, and the mutual im-

Reading Room, the formation of classes and delivers of 
lectures for tuition, the collection of a cabinet, scientific

ARTICLE I1V.—Term of Existence. 


The term of existence of this Association shall be fifty 
years from and after the filing of this certificate.

ARTICLE VI.—Property. 


No shares of stock, nor any individual right in the 
property of this Association, shall exist or be acquired 
during the existence of the Association, but the property 
belonging to, and in the name of the Mechanics’ Insti- 
tute, shall be held in trust by the Trustees for this Asso- 
ciation, and never be diverted from the purposes and 


intention for which it is organized. 


ArticLe VII.—Administration. 


Section 1. The affairs of the Association shall be ad- 
ministered by a Board of fourteen Trustees, who shall be 
residents of the City and County of San Francisco, seven 
of whom shall be elected annually by the members, on 
the last Tuesday in February, to serve two years. 


Src. 2. Immediately after the annual meeting, the 
Board of Trustees shall organize by electing by ballot 
from their number, the officers designated in Article XI, 
Section 1, of this Constitution. At least eight votes shall 
be necessary to elect. 


Src. 8. The Association shall have a seal, the device 
being a circular legend, consisting of the words, ‘“Mechan-

of a shield bearing a bee hive, above which is a plumb 
line and leveler, crossed, surmounted by compass, square 


and rule intertwined; at left of shield is an anvil with

b. The ballot papers having been all mixed, shall be 
drawn out in succession and stamped with numbers, so 
that no two shall bear the same number. 

c. The number obtained by dividing the whole num- 
ber of good ballot papers tendered at the election by the 
number of Trustees to be elected, shall be called the 
Quota. If such number has a fraction, such fractional 
part shall be deducted. 

d. Every candidate who has a number of first votes 
equal to, or greater than, the Quota, shall be declared to 
be elected, and so many of the ballot papers containing 
those votes as shall be equal in number to the Quota 
shall be set aside as the Quota of that candidate, in a 
suitable envelope, and sealed and signed by the Judges 
of Election. Onall other ballot papers, the name of such 
elected candidate shall be deemed cancelled, with the 
effect of raising by so much in the order of preference, 
all votes given to other candidates after him. This pro- 
cess shall be repeated until no candidate has more than 
a, Quota of first votes, or votes deemed first. :
